Martin says the corn is the re­ 
sult of thp methods of intensive farm­ 
ing he has followed, and he claims his 
twenty-acre farm produces more veg­ 
etables and fruits tor market than any

The corn, said to be an 
object of envy among nearby farmers, 
is of the King Philip held variety.

Martin says he haa also produced 
some tomatoes weighing three pounds 
each, and these he pits against any 
produced in this region, or any other 
region.

with our old-time farmer was that he

tire field is of equal growth. I planted | expert, 
during the latter part of April'and did 
not irrigate during the early months.
